Canada’ s Increasing 
Wool Production 


Government Figures Would Indicate 
a Production of Close to 
18,000,000 Pounds 


The wool clip of Canada for 1919 
has been placed at 15,000,000 pounds, 
! according to early estimates, says the 
Manitoba Free Press. This repre- 
over 
last year, and probably marks the 
apex of wool production for the cur- 
rent decade. Government figures 
would indicate a production of close 
to 18,000,000 pounds, but this is 
thought by well informed persons in 
the wool trade to be in excess of the 
actual clip. The 1918 production was 
12,000,000 pounds or thereabouts. The 
sheep population has been increased 
by between 300,000 and 400,000. mak- 
\ing the gain in wool production am- 
ount to between 2,000,000 and 3,000,- 
000 pounds. The increase is believed 
to be fairly evently distributed over 
the entire country. This is fairly 
important from an economic — stand- 
increasing the revenue that 
will accrue to the producers and en- 
larging the exportable surplus of the 
domestic staple.

London.—The Yorkshire miners’ | 
strikes have been an expensive thing 
for the miner as well as for the peo- 
ple not directly connected’ with the 
dispute.

Damages to mines, $10,000,000; coal 
lost to industry, $15,000,000; losses toik 
kindred industries, $12,500,000; the 
strike fund of the miners, amounting | 
to $1,400,000, was exhausted with the 
end of the. fourth* week's strike bene- 
fits. This ‘fund, it was stated, had 
taken some 25 years to accumulate. | 
The Local Government Board, it is 
stated, cut out a lot of red tape, and | 
with the . co-operation of the local 
relief authorities averted distress 
throughout the district. In some cases | 
$2.50 a week was allowed every mar- 
ried worhan, with $1.25 for every} 
child. This money, with the strike 
benefit, averted, the authorities be- 
lieve, a. great deal of suffering. 


LESSON FOR $E. SEPTEMBER 14 


JUDGMENT OF THE “NATIONS 


The subject selected by the lesson 
committee is “The Future Life,” but 
at best such a statement would be 
the ‘use of the term in an accommo- 
dated sense. According to legitimate 
textual and contextual signification it 
is the judgment of the living nations 
which lies still in the future (y. 32). 
The idea of a general judgment 
which is of such frequent occurrence 
in religious literature and teaching is 
a fundamental error. It is not once 
found in the ‘Bible, neither the idea 
which it is intended to cényey. Doc- 
tor Pentecost most distinctively says, 
“It is a mischievous habit that has led 
the Christian world to speak of the 
judgment as being one great event 
taking place at the end of the world, 
saints, sin- 
ners, Jews and Gentiles, the living 
and the dead, shall stand up before 
the great white throne and there be 
judged. Nothing can be more wide of 
the Scriptures.” he Bible speaks of 
different judgments, differing in. re- 
spect to the subjects to be judged, 
the place of judgment, the time of 
judgment and the result of the judg- 
ment. This is not the judgment ‘set 
forth in Revelations 20:11-14, but pre- 
cedes that one at least one thousand 
years, |
